Dxath or Maj. Car.veai.. — The Cincinnati 
Press of yesterday announced the death in that 
city on Saturday last of Maj. Thos. Davie Car- 
neal, in the scveiily fifth year of his age. Maj. 
Canieal was a native of Kentucky, but, at the 
age of twenty-one, in 1S06, removed to Cincin 
uati, and about that time married the sister ol the 
wife of Nicolas Longworth, Esq. lii his early 
years he was an officer of the uriny, but soon af- 
ter surrendered bis commission and entered into 
mercantile pursuits, in which he was remarkable 
for his financiiil ability and excellence of judg 
ment. The deceased had once served a term or 
two in the Kentucky Leeisluture, and was the 
member who int.oduced a bill for the gradual 
emancipation of slavery in the State, which, it 
will be remembered, was lost by a single vole. 
He was reared witli, and an intimate friend ol 
many ol the most distinguished men of Keniiieky, 
among whom were Henry Clay, Governor More- 
liead. General Dudlev, and others, who tiave as* 
sociated their names with the political history of 
the United Slates. 

He had four children, one of whom. Mrs. War- 
field, still resides near Lexington. Ky. One of 
his sons, Thomas D., married the daugliter ol 
Governor Foote, ot .Missiasippi, and another, Louis, 
the daughter of the late discin^ ubhed merchant, 
Josiah Lawrence, Esq His second daughter 
•Sallie was for some years a reigning belle, and 
one of the most beautiful mid accomplisbed ladies 
ol the West or South. She became the wife of a 
distinguished financier in New Orleans, and died 
some years ago iinirersally lamented by all who 
knew her many excellent qualities of mind and 
heart.
